In honoring Evan and Eric Nord, Oberlin College also pays tribute to the Nord family as a whole for 
one cannot walk far through Oberlin without seeing constant evidence of this family’s generosity. Both 
brothers have given many years of extraordinary service to the Oberlin community and to Lorain County. 
Holders of degrees in mechanical engineering from Case Institute of Technology, Eric is chairman and 
chief executive officer of the Nordson Corporation of Amherst, while Evans is vice president and trea- 
surer. Their contributions to the community fall into many categories. Eric was elected to the city council 
for four years, acting chairman for two; similarly he was elected to the school board for two-year terms, 
serving as chairman for one term. He has also been a member of the Board of Directors for the Lorain 
County Joint Vocational School. Evan is a board member of the Lorain County Mental Health Association, 
serves on the Ohio Citizens’ Council and the board of the Lorain County Center for the Sightless. He is 
active in the Oberlin Historical and Improvement Organization and has helped to preserve and restore a 
number of historic buildings in Oberlin. Through the Nordson Foundation, of which both brothers are trus- 
tees, they have made generous contributions to the city of Oberlin: for example, the Community Center on 
South Main Street, the Head Start quarters in the old railroad depot, and most recently the former 
residence of President Henry Churchill King which will serve as a base for the Oberlin Early Childhood 
Center. Both have served as directors of the Lorain County United Community Services and Eric will 
be chairman of the fund campaign next fall. They are active in church work and have contributed gener- 
ously to the beauty and property of Christ Episcopal Church. More than being benefactors and finding 
funds for gifts, they each involve themselves personally and deeply in the projects they support.

Chapel the Recessional will be omitted). 
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The Oberlin Collegiate Institute was less than a year old on 
October 29, 1834, when it celebrated its first Commencement. 
Not a diploma awarding ceremony, and certainly not a reunion, 
it was a simple celebration marking its first year of being. Since 
then, Oberlin Commencements have undergone numerous 
changes in their style, their traditions. But what has remained 
is the sense of celebration, the seriousness of purpose, and a 
feeling of pageantry. On these pages, culled from the College’s 
archives, are scenes and images captured at Commencements 
past. 


Oberlin awarded its first degrees at the September 1836 Com- 
mencement attended by over 2,000 visitors. (On the back cover 
of this program is the order of exercises for the year following.) 
The diploma shown at the left is of particular historical sig- 
nificance, because it is one of the first three A.B. degrees awarded 
to a woman in this country. Oberlin had accepted women since 
its founding, but they were not admitted in the College degree 
program on an equal basis with men until the Autumn of 1837. 
Four years later, three of the original four “co-eds” received 
their degrees. The one at the left is the only one extant and bears 
the name Mary Caroline Rudd. It is noted that in the line of 
writing following her name the masculine “dignus” has been 
BEDIOpTAIShy changed to “digna” by erasing the “s” and closing 
ne IL 


The scene below, believed to have been photographed during the 
Commencement weekend of 1897, shows College Street looking 
west from the intersection of College and Main streets. The 
steeple of Second Church can be seen rising in the background 
(left of center) and signs and banners around town announced 
various events of the weekend. 


The Academic Procession (upper left) has seen many changes 
since its introduction late in the 1800’s. The general trend had 
been toward more and more formality until 1970, when the 
senior class voted against the wearing of caps and gowns. In this 
photograph, taken in the first decade of this century, the senior 
class is shown marching up South Professor Street and coming 
across West College Street at Talcott corner. The women of the 
junior class are escorting them with what had become the tra- 
ditional daisy chain. Note the street car tracks laid out on West 
College Street 


An integral part of the celebration from the early days at the 
College had been the gathering of the alumni in reunion. Large 
numbers of alumni have always returned for the weekend and in 
fact a record of sorts in 1857 must have been set when 77% of 
the graduates of the College returned for the event—170 out of 
222 living graduates. The Alumni Luncheon was a highlight of 
the weekend and the picture at left center shows the 1900 ver- 
sion on Tappan Square. President John Henry Barrows can be 
seen standing toward the left side and Adelia A. Field Johnston, 
Head of the Ladies Department and Dean of Women who served 
Oberlin for 37 years, can be seen standing at the right. 


This year’s Commencement/ Reunion weekend also included the 
dedication of the Seeley G. Mudd Learning Center. Dedications 
have often played a part in the Oberlin exercises. The photograph 
below shows the dedication of the Memorial Arch on May 14, 
1903. The dedication was part of three days of festivities and 
ceremonies that included a May Festival, the Commencement 
exercises of the Theological Seminary and the inauguration of 
Oberlin’s sixth president, Henry Churchill King. Commencement 
exercises for the College and Conservatory that year were held 
a month later in June. A close scrutiny of the picture seems to 
indicate that the group close to the Arch is being led in prayer, 
a fact apparently unnoticed by the two couples in the foreground. 
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The Alumni Luncheon shown on the previous page was held in 
Tappan Square. But its location has shifted numerous times over 
the years, including Warner Gym, the Field House, the skating 
rink, the Jesse Philips Physical Education Center and, this year, 
the Wilder Bowl area. The latter is not new to Oberlin; the 
photograph at the upper right shows the 1927 Luncheon held in 
a large tent in the same area. (Note Peters Hall in the back- 
ground sans observatory.) 


And Commencement exercises themselves have been held at 
various locations. Through 1842 Commencements were held on 
the northeast quadrant of Tappan Square in Charles Grandison 
Finney’s revival tent over which flew a large banner proclaiming 
“Holiness to the Lord.” From 1843 through 1907 the ceremonies 
were held in First Church and in 1908 moved to the newly 
opened Finney Chapel where they remained until 1957. Since 
then, weather permitting, they have been held on Tappan Square, 
except for a one year experiment on the Hall Auditorium plaza. 
The picture at right center shows the 1931 procession wending 
its way into Finney Chapel. The junior class lined up on the 
- outside still acting as escorts but without the daisy chain. 


Illumination night in 1964 is illustrated below. The custom of 
illuminating a celebration with Japanese lanterns is an old one 
in the United States and it is recorded that Oberlin illuminated 
itself for Lincoln’s election in 1860. The tradition of a Com- 
mencement Illumination came to Oberlin in 1903 from Harvard 
where it had been a tradition of their graduation weekend. 
Several thousand lanterns were purchased that year and the 
campus and several city streets were strung with them. The 
custom continued until 1932 when it was abandoned for financial 
reasons. But the outcry was such that the College re-instituted 
the custom the following year and purchased an additional 
20,000 lanterns for the purpose. Only during World War II was 
it again stopped. This year some 900 lanterns remained for 
I]lumination.
